Calling attention to’ the need of re- 
trenchment *in. all) public expenditure, 
and emphasizing the fact that winning 
of prize money was not the real object 
in making exhibits at agricultural 
shows, but that it should be the es- 
tablishment of type Hon, Geo Hoadley 
minister of agriculture, sent a méssage 
to the fair convention. through H, A. 
Craig, deputy minister. The minister 
referred to the success which had at- 
tended the administration of fairs in| 
the province under the new svanaall 
jnaugurated by the © department, last| 
year, with advice of a committee of a 
fairs association. He said this w 
justification of the new system, eae 
that it had effected economies as well. 

Regarding the need of  retrench- 
ment Mr. Hoadley said. 

“Tt -is quite unnecessary, I am sure,} 
for me to call the attention of the con-

, activities or effici- 
ency of any of the departments of the 
government. I feel certaip, therefore, 
that with this sentiment so prevalent 
in our province to-day, this convention 
will recognize the need for each ‘fair
